the Pentateuch. Naboth’s religious refusal 
to sell his vineyard, Jezebel’s seeking two 
witnesses and not merely one, the combina- 
tion of blasphemy against God and the king 
in false accusation, her direction that 
he should be taken. out of the city to be 
stoned, all imply that the requisitions of the |, 
Mosaic law were in force in the kingdom of 
Israel; that they were, in fact, of such 


validity that an unscrupulous monarch was |. 


obliged, even in executing a deed of crime, 
to conform externally to its provisions. 

Now this fact not. only precludes the idea 
of its being a production of later date than 
»the time of Ahab, which some unbelievers 
in the Scriptures have been bold enough to 
‘affirm, but it ‘is inconsistent with any other | 
idea than that of its being the genuine pro- 
‘duction oF oses. It eould_ not have been \ 
a forgery, produced i in ae kingdom. of the | 
ten tribes, because its provisions were 
rectly at war with the whole religious State, 
and the separate existence of that schis- | 
matical kingdom. It could not have been 
a forgery, produced in the kingdom of Ju- 
dah, because Israel would not have adopted 
it from a rival and hostile State, and whose 
institutions were at war with its own. It 
must, therefore, have been in existence de- 
fore the schism under the son of Solomon, 
and have been at that time in possession of 
such undisputed authority, that the idola- } 
trous.Jeroboam and his wicked successors 
could. not. di isplace it from the regard and’ 
the veneration of the people; and this ad- 
mits of no other explanation than that it 
was written at the time and under the cir- 
cumstances which itself claims, and to which 
it has. been attributed by.a constant and 
unvarying tradition.

triumphed gloriously.” Now, ‘if the reli. 
gious fervor and exultation of our corrés- 
pondent should ever equal that of David or 
Miriam, she may with some countenance 
from Scripture, sing praises to the Lord 
in the dance, although such an oriental ex- 
pression of joy might create some surprise 
in this latitude. We have never yet seen 
‘a religious dance, although there is some- 
thing like it among the Shaking Quakers.

‘ligiously or profanely, we ‘leave the advo- 
‘cates of dancing to determine. The only

This distinguished sa savant, who has just

power which England derives from the 
transformation of the latent power of coal 
‘into active force, states the following inter- 
facts Bach acre of a co 
four feet in thickness, and yielding one yard 
net of pure fuel, is equivalent to about 
5000 tons; and possesses, therefore, a re- 
‘serve of mechanical strength in. its. fuel 
equal to the life-labour of more than 1600 
Each square mile of one such single 
coal-bed contains 8,000,000 tons of fuel, 
equivalent to 1 ,000, 000 of men labouring 
through twenty years of their ripe strength. 
Assuming, for calculation, that 10,000,000 
tons out of the present annual products. of 
the British coal mines (namely, 65,000,000) 
are applied to the production of mechanical 
power, then England annually summons to 
her aid an army of 3,300,000 fresh men, 
pledged to exert their fullest strength 
through twenty years. Her actual annual 
expenditure of power then is represented by 
66,000,000 of able-bodied labourers. The 
latent atrength resident in the whole coal 
product of the-kingdom may, by the same 
process, be calculated at more than 400,- 
000;000: of strong men, or more than double 
the ‘number of the adult males now upon.

Preserving Flesh. 


‘The French method of preserving flesh, 
fish, fowl, and ‘other substances subject to 
is exceedingly simple and 
he process is as follows:— 
flesh is badh from blood, and partly dried 
in'a current of air; the pieces are then hung 
in an air-tight chamber, so as not to touch, 
and an atmosphere composed of sulphuric 
gas is introduced.

Roar. Crora—The ‘Eagland Far- 
believes that the profits of the:general 
-farmer may be more rapidly increased under 
‘a judicious system of’ cultivation of the va- 


rious roots than'jn any otheF way; and that 


‘more than double the valoe per acre may be 
obtained from them, than from hay crops, 
-and.imore even than from the small grains’ 
‘and Indian corn. For winter and spring 
‘use, the seed should not be put in for tur- 


| nips until the third week in June; but an 


earlier date is preferable for the first orop. 
‘The sugar beet is attracting more the at- 
tention of farmers as food for milch cows 
aud young cattle. It should be planted in 
drills, on good, deep, and rather warm soil, 
well stimulated with. rich and invigorating 
manure, and should be carefully hoed and 
kept clear of weeds. ‘The soil between the 
and between’ the roots in the rows 
should be kept light, in order to facili- 
tate the absorption of those fertilizing agents 
from the atmosphere upon which, in a very 
great measure, the per ect development and 
maturity'of the system are found to depend. 
From eight hundred to tliirteen hundred 
bushels have been taken from an acre of 
ground. Pork made from this root, boiled, 
is said to be harder than when wate from 
any other root. 


A Goop Cow.—A cow that will average 
five quarts of milk a day through the year, 


| making 1825 quarts, is an extraordinarily 


good cow. One that will yield five quarts 
a dey for ten monthsis a good cow, and one 
that will average four quarts during that | 
time is more than an average quality. That 
would’ make 1200 quarts a year, which at 
three cents a quart, is $36. We believe 
the Orange county milk dairies average: 
about $40 per cow, and the quality of the 
cows is considerably above the average of 
the country. It is as important to keep a 
cow good as it is to get her good. This can 
never be done by a. careless, lazy milker. 
Always milk your eow quick, perfectly 
clean, and never try to counteract nature 
by taking away her calf. Let it suck, and 
don’t be afraid “it will butt her to death.” 
It will. distend the udder, and make room 
for the secretion of milk. Be gentle with 
your cow, and you will have a gentle cow. 

Select well, feed well, house well, milk 
well, and your cow will yield. well. 


TAR AND SALT FOR SHEep. —Keep it in a 
frough, under suitable cover, accessible to 
the sheep, a ‘supply of tar and salt, Every 
few days, tar should be strewn over the 
bottom of the trough, and salt over the tar. 
The sheep in eating the salt will smear 
their noses with the tar, and thus they will 
be armed with a repellant against the an- 
noying and noxious fly that deposits eggs 
in their nostrils, causing worms in the 
sheep’s head. 


Beets.—The American <Agri- 
culturist says:—A correspondent, who bas 
travelled in Italy, says that one of the in- 
teresting novelties in that. country was. 
‘baked beets,” carried hot from the ovens 
and sold in the streets at almost all hours 
of the day. He tried them as a matter of 
curiosity at first, and found them very de- 
lisious when eaten with batter, salt, and 
pepper. Thousands buy and eat them thus, 
and not unfrequently make an entire meal 
in this way. 


Cooktne Foop For FARM Stock.— 
Cooking food for farm stock is rapidly grow- 
ing into favour. It is not altogether a new 
notion either. But latterly grinding feed 
has been in vogue, until the toll taken by 
the miller has become so large an item, 
that our farmers are disposed to save both 
the grist and the toll, by using different 
kinds of apparatus for cooking food. We 
incline to the belief from experience, and 
from information derived personally from 
intelligent English agriculturists who have 
had experience in this manner of preparing 
food, that, if an economical boiler can be 
secured—one that will economize fuel, using. 
all the heat that is generated, thus saving a 
large per centage that is lost in the use of 
kettles—our farmers will not tax themselves 
with the labour and time of visiting the 

‘grist mill.” A correspondent says he 
feeds three-fifths less grain to hig hogs than 
when he fed raw grain. He thinks he saved 
the price of three steam boilers in three 
weeks. —Journal of Ayriculture. 


Curine Begr AND Pork.—This receipt, 
which originated with us, and has now had 
many years of trial, we believe to be unsur- 
passed as a pickle. Nearly all the modern 
receipts which have appeared in the different. 
agricultural journals, partake in some in- 
stances, almost identically, of the ingre- 
dients and proportions set forth in ours, 
which we first laid before our readers some 
fifteen or eighteen years ago. At this 
period in the season, when farmers and 
others are putting down their winter’s, 
and we may add their next year’s sup- 


ublish the receipt, which is as follows :-— 
Water, one gallon; salt,°one and a half 
pounds; brown sugar, half a pound; salt- 

tre, half an oupce; potash, half an ounce. 

n this ratio the pickle to be increased to 
any quantity desired. Let these be boiled 
together until all the dirt from the salt and 
sugar (which will not be a little) rises to 
the top and is skimmed off. Then throw 
the pickle into a large tub to cool, and 
when cold, pour it over your beef or pork, 
to remain the usual time, say from four to 


six weeks, according to the size of the pieces 


and the kind of meat. The meat must 
be well covered with the pickle, and it 
should not be put down for. at least two 
days after killing, during which time it 
should be slightly sprinkled with powdered | 
saltpetre. Several of our friends have 
omitted the boiling of the pickle, and: found 
it to anewer equally as well. By boiling 
the pickle it is purified, for the amount of 
dirt which is thrown off by the operation,
